. lie Lower Merion High School 
iootball team was mobilized last 
week for the third year under the 
tutelage of Coach F. M. Forst- 
burg. Judging from past per- 
formances and statistics the team 
this year should render a credit- 
able account of itself. 

During the past two seasons 
the Maroon and White have not 
lost a panic, the season of 1 923 
being the outstanding year. In 
addition to being undefeated, 
which is a record in itself, the 
team allowed no opponent to 
trespass over its goal line!

So the 
chances for the team to score even 
with stiff defense of opponents 
are by no means small. 

Defensivly, the eleven will be 
eery strong, every bit as strong 
as the invulnerable defense of last 
year. The main stays of the line 
will probablv be Kuen. Dohan, 
Dilworth and Lockwood. In the 
secondary defense, the able and 
willing bodies of Peabody and 
Scull will loom in the path of any 
opponents fortunate enough to 
pierce the strong line. Hence, the 
prc->eason dope now at hand 
points to a highly successful sea- 
son. 

Positions on the team are by 
mi means assured to anyone, for 
due to the wealth of material the 
lompetition is keen. It presents 
a serious problem to the coach to 
choose a combination from some 
fin men, and those who perform 
best tinder fire and have th', 
never-say-die spirit will most 
likely constitute the regulars and 
second-string men.

Five Him ft red Shares of 
Stock to Be Sold 

Permission has been granted by 
the Comptroller of the Currency for 
the organization of the Xarherth 
.National Hank, which is to be lo- 
cated at the corner of Essex and 
Haverford avenues. Plans are be- 
ing considered for the building of a 
bank building on the site selected 
which will have accommodations for 
a complete banking organization and 
offices on the second floor which will 
be rented. 

The capital of the new bank will 
be $50,000, with a paid-in surplus 
of $25,000, making the stock cost 
$150 a share, and it is the desire of 
the organizers that the stock be held 
by the people of Xarherth and that 
the new bank will be strictly a Xar- 
herth institution, managed and con- 
trolled by Xarherth people. 

It has been decided to close the 
subscriptions for stock on Septem- 
ber 30, and as the amount is limited 
to 500 shares the organizers believe 
the capital will be over subscribed 
and plan to cut down the allotment 
to each subscriber so that the stock 
will be divided to the greatest num 
ber possible. 

Payments on stock are to be made 
as follows : $50 per share on Octo- 
ber 15, $50 on November 15, $50 on 
December 15. 

The preliminary organization 
work is in the hands of an organi- 
zation committee, composed of Dr. 
Faries, 1 high W. Brown and Carl 
B. Metzger. They will explain any- 
thing in connection with the new 
bank to interested residents and will 
receive subscriptions for its stock.

RECEIVE BIDS FOR TOWNSHIP 
BUILDING 



Successful Bidder Will Be Announced 
Early Next Week. 
The successful bidder for the job 
of erecting the new township build- 
ing in Ardmore, authorized this 
spring, will be announced by the 
Township Commissioners early 
next week. Bids for the new build- 
ing were received at a meeting of 
the Commissioners held last 
Wednesday, but due to the time 
required to compare the various de- 
tails of the bids no immediate deci- 
sion was made. 

The bidders were required to bid 
on four different plans ami also to 
state in their bids what they would 
charge for the plumbing, heating 
and ventilating and electrical work 
There were also 13 materials and 
things that might be used or not at 
the will of. the Board, and the bid- 
ders were to state how much would 
be added or deducted for each one. 

There were 14 bids received for 
the erection of the complete build- 
ing and several other bids for the 
plumbing, heating and ventilating 
and electrical work. The bids for 
the plumbing alone ran from $37°° 
tc $12,000; for the heating and 
ventilating, from $7500 to $12,582; 
the estimate on the electrical work 
from $25 00 to $7000.

OBJECT TO DEVICE 

Health Officials Say Pasteurizer 

Does Not Work Right. 
Objection by the milk control 
office of the township to use by 
two milk dealers of a patented 
pasteurization device resulted in 
a lively hearing Friday night of 
last week at Ardmore. before the 
Lower Merion Health Board which 
presages a fight of considerable 
proportions. 

The dealers called before the 
board were Edward Hanlon, of 
Oakmont, and John Marmora, of 
Bryn Mawr. It was alleged by 
milk control officials that a pasteur- 
izing device they use does not meet 
with the rules of the boards of 
health in this district. 

Members of the Haverford 
Board of Health and a representa- 
tive of the State Board of Health 
attended the meeting. A represen- 
tative of the concern manufacturing 
the device was also present. 

Hanlon became angry at one stage 
of the proceedings and charged the 
milk control officers were "trying to 
put him out of business," which 
brought a sharp rebuke from Dr. 
B. K. Wilbur, who presided. 

"We do not wish to make it hard 
for anybody," Dr. Wilbur said, "but 
we are here to protect, as far as 
possible, the health of the commun- 
ity and we are going to do it." 

Before taking further action the 
Board arranged for exhaustive tests 
of the apparatus to see if jt pasteur- 
izes all the milk passing -.through at 
the required temperature of 146 de- 
grees for ^minutes. 

The Board also decided at its 
meeting that hereafter swimming 
pools opened in Lower Mefiori 
would have-to take out licenses. The 
object is to provide for inspection 
by Board of Health officers with a 
view to forcing the pools to main- 
tain sanitary and healthful cortdi*, 
tions at all times.

Is Back from Trip to France. 
Rev. W. Sherman Dawson, 
pastor of the Methodist Church, 
has spent the past several weeks 
in France, and is now back in the 
pulpit feeling much invigorated 
by his trip. 

Mr. Dawson went across with 
his brother-in-law, Mr. A. R. 
Lewis, of New York, and to be 
sure nothing of interest would be 
missed an interpreter was en- 
aged. They crossed on the 
Aquitania, and came back on the 
France. Mr. Dawson enjoyed 
the good American cooking on 
board the former 900-foot craft, 
but could not recommend the 
French savories served by the chef 
of the France. 

They traveled over 10,000 miles 
through the sparkling cities and 
towns of France, including such 
points of interest as Paris, Ver- 
sailles, Toulouse, Orleans, Li- 
moges, Mediterranean Sea, Chat- 
tea-Thierry, Belleau Woods, as 
well as covering the Hindenberg 
line and many other battlefields. 

In Rheims, the well-known 
cathedral, destroyed in the world 
war is now being rebuilt. Rocke- 
feller has given 15,000,000 francs 
toward its renovation, and it :s 
said that it will take 5(1 years to 
complete it. 

The foreign born, in scoffing at 
the prohibition laws of the 
I'nited States, have boasted that 
the natives of Europe "don't get 
intoxicated by their wines; they 
are too light, and affect them no 
more than water." However, 
Mr. Dawson has remarked that 
be saw more drunkenness in the 
weeks he was in France than he 
has seen in the United States 
over a period of years. He fur- 
ther stated that the natives in 
some towns of France are prac- 
tically 100 years behind the times, 
and are kept so restricted by- 
heavy Government taxes. 

Another interesting bit of in- 
formation is that there were 
almost as many flivvers "over 
there" as "over here." Perhaps 
France isn't so far behind us after 

all! 

One unique sensation experi- 
enced bv all those who travel for 
the first time in Europe is that 
( ,f basking in the warm olive and 
fig gardens in the morning, and 
shortlv thereafter shivering from 
the chill of the ice-clad mountain 
peaks. It is believed that Mr. 
Dawson is going to have enlarged 
some of the photographs he took 
on this trip for slides, and may in 
the near future give an illustrated 
talk on the beauties of France.
